Purple Heart Tower 
On Structure To 
Honor War Heros 


South Bend—A purple heart me- 
morial fund drive to raise $50,000 
toward defraying the cost of a new 
church structure has opened at 


Our Lady of Hungary parish, the 
serie t. Rev. Msgr. John S. 
abo, pastor, has announced. 


The drive received impetus with 
the contribution of $2,000 by mem- 
bers of South Side post No. 272, 
American Legion, 1712 South Tay- 
lor street, he said. The purple 
heart memorial fund will be used 
specifically for the construction of 
a memorial tower in honor of the 
parish’s war veterans. The parish 
sent 500 young men and women 
into service and 17 gave their lives 
for their country, Msgr. Sabo said. 

The purple heart memorial was 
conceived by the Rev. Joseph A. 
Lenk, assistant pastor of the 
church, who served as chaplain 
during the war of the 363rd regi- 
ment in the 91st infantry division 
which fought in the bitter Italian 
campaign. 

Would Seat 1,000 

Construction of the proposed 
church, to accommodate 1,000 
worshippers, is expected to begin 
in a few months. It will be built 
on the site of the former church 
in the 800 block, West Calvert 
street, which has been razed. “The 
purple heart memorial tower is an 
excellent idea,’ Msgr. Sabo de- 
clared. “The tower with its beauty 
of architecture and other features 
will be a constant reminder to the 
community of the boys who will- 
ingly left their homes to serve 
their God and country in war.” 

Speaking on behalf of the legion

Piechowiak said: “We are 
happy and proud to contribute to 
the construction of such a fine me- 
moriail. This action of ours may 
set a precedent in the country in 
honoring the war dead.”

Beatific Vision 
Ultimate Goal Of 
Historian's Quest 


Notre Dame, Ind.—“The ultimate 
goal of the historian’s quest is 
none other than the Beatific Vision, 
and his search for the causes of 
historical events and movements is. 
in reality, a search for God in the 
universe He has made,” the Rev. 
Gerald B. Phelan, director of the 
Mediaeval Institute of the Univer- 
sity of Notre Dame, said last Sun- 
day in a St. Thomas Aquinas day 
lecture at the University’s Wash- 
ington Hall. 

Father Phelan’s lecture was part 
of the University’s annual tribute 
to St. Thomas, saint, doctor of the 
Church, and patron of all Catholic 
centers of learning, whose feast day 
was celebrated Sunday. 

Examining the _ philosophical 
basis for history, Father Phelan 
asserted that the historian must 
set forth not merely a series of 
isolated events, but a correlated 
whole, with all the circumstances 
and effects of a particular event. 
He must find the pattern under- 
lying the past phenomena of men’s 
existence on earth. He must seek 
the “how” and the “why” as well 
as the “what.” 

“Only when the whole movement 
of history is seen, in the unity of 
one orderly universe, can the his- 
torian proceed with confidence of 
success,” Father Phelan said.

‘and man, any more than they refer 
ito any other person as a mediator. 
‘We can all be mediators, not in the 
'sense that Christ was a mediator, 
namely, by redemption, but by our 
prayers. 


It is likely your friend has pray- 
ed for you and that you have pray- 
ed for him. In that case are you 
not mediators between man and 
God? 

Your friend has probably been 
under the influence of anti-Cath- 
olic literature, which tells us that 
man does not need any Pope or 
priest or Mass or Sacraments or 
any other mediator, because Christ 
was that once for all. But if he 
will take the trouble to examine 
the full text of St. Paul who 
speaks of Christ as the “one medi- 
ator between man and God,” he 
will find that St. Paul immediately 
says “Who redeemed us” (1 Tim. 
II, 5-6). 

It is quite common for those 
who do not like the Catholic 
Church to accuse her of doing 
what they themselves do, day after 
day, and here you have an in- 
stance. This same St. Paul, who 
used those words, asked the pray- 
ers of the people and told them 
that he kept them in his prayers. 
Any prayer for another person 
implies mediatorship by interces- 
sion. 

If Christ instituted a teaching 
body in the person of the Apostles 
and their successors, then that 
body must be listened to. Did not 
Christ say of it “he who hears you 
hears Me” (Luke X, 16)? 

If He instituted the Mass at the 
Last Supper and ordered His 
Apostles to do the precise thing 
He did, then it is not what we 
may think about it, but what He 
thinks about it, that counts.

Can't Change Rules 


This Law has been printed in our 
hearts by the Almighty God, our 
Creator. No matter what we may 
think, or how we may feel, or how 
profitable it may be to us, it will 
always be wrong, for example, de- 
liberately to murder an innocent 
man—or to take another man’s 
wife—or to go in for kidnapping 
and stealing. 

One of the most popular of mis- 
taken notions ig the idea that the 
Natural Law is a matter of in- 
stinct—because if that’s the case, 
then God's pretty well out of the 
picture and we’re hardly more re- 
sponsible for the evil we do than 
we are for the color of our hair 
or the size of our feet. 

Well, these people say, then, 
that the Natural Law is simply a 
matter of instinct, like sex, or self- 
or mother-love. In 
other words, just as a mother is 
driven to hug her little baby and 
look after it, or just as young 
people get mooney-eyed about one 
another in the springtime, in that 
same way we are driven to form 
ideas about good and bad. 


Instincts Are Neutral 


But that’s wrong, 
why: Actually, our instincts are 
neither good nor bad, taken by 
es.

HREE decades ago during the month of the Most Holy 

Rosary the titantic evil of Communism was launched upon 
the already black and turbulent waters of world strife.

broken out, or threatens every- 
where, and it excels in amplitude 
and violence anything yet experi- 
enced in preceding persecutions 
directed against the Church. En- 
tire peoples find themselves in dan- 
ger of falling back into a barbar- 
ism worse than that which oppress- 
ed the greater part of mankind at 
the coming of the Redeemer.” 

One might almost shudder at 
the appalling picture of Europe 
painted ten years ago by Pope 
Pius XI. Yet, perfectly aware of 
the undermining of human society 
and the pot to bring back the 
errors of paganism and the athe- 
ism, the late Pontiff would not 
have us despair at the sight of 
present evils or even of greater 
that may come. In his Encyclical, 
Divini Redemptoris, he placed “the 
vast campaign of the Church 
against world Communism under 
the standard of St. Joseph, her 
mighty protector.” It is therefore 
with renewed filial devotion and 
confidence in the power of _ St. 
Joseph that Holy Mother Church 
once again in the midst of the 
present disorder .nd world famine 
turns to the foster-father of Our 
Divine Lord, the saint who, in 
union with Mary, most intimately 
co-operate in our redemption.

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From the earliest ages of Chris- 
tianity, the Fathers and Doctors 
of the Church have drawn the apt 
comparison between Joseph of 
Egypt and the “just man” of 
Nazareth, pointing out in their 
masterful analogies that the anci- 
ent Patriarch Joseph is a type 
foreshadowing the humble carpen- 
ter, who centuries after his patient 
obscurity was declared Patron of 
the Universal Church in 1870.

Paradoxically enough, however. 
in the early ages of the Church it 
was not the Will of God that the 
exterior manifestation of this de- 
votion to the foster-father of 
Christ should be widely spread, due 
perhaps to the controversies on the 
Virgin Birth and the Motherhood 
of Mary raging at the time. Fo: 
many centuries the faithful were 
content to venerate him implicitly 
in the mysteries of the Incarnation, 
the Flight into Egypt, and the 
Finding in the Temple, accepting 
him as a member of the Holy Fam- 
ily in hidden recognition of his 
nobility and sanctity. 

It has been reserved for recent 
times that the devotion to St. Jo- 
seph should become more popular 
in its external practice and that 
its extraordinary and widespread 
manifestation among Catholics the 
world over should represent one 
of the greatest benefits that God 
has given us in the fight against 
present day forces of evil. The 
Sovereign Pontiffs have vied with 
the faithful in furthering this de- 
votion, declaring St. Joseph Patron 
of the Universal Church, Patron 
of families, the workmen, the poor, 
the dying, the Guardian in the 
atheistic Com- 
munism. In view of the numerous 
spiritual graces obtained through 
the powerful intercession of the

A—They are not, but the Church 
i; in no way responsible for their 
indifference and acts. 

The Church suffers a great deal 
in the minds of non-Catholic on- 
lookers when they see a@ great deal 
of bad fruit on what we insist is 
a good tree. Bad Catholics are not 
had because they belong to @ bad 
Church, but because they refuse 
to live in keeping with the teach- 
ing and admonitions and guidance 
of a good Church. A bad apple 
on a good tree does not owe its 
hadness to the tree, but to other 
influences, such as the little worm 
that gets into it, or the sting of 
an insect, or to the blight which 
attacks its branches. 

In different eras the Church had 
many bad members. But if the 
Church had not been holy and 
divine, it could not have corrected 
what was wrong. Protestantism, 
you are wrongly told, was institut- 
ed to “reform” the Catholic 
Church. As a matter of fact, the 
principal “reformers” themselves 
admitted before they died that they 
had not only failed but that both 
faith and morals declined among 
the people. 

But the Catholic Church, divine, 
was able to work the miracle of 
rejuvenation and regeneration. 
During the reformation period, the 
Church had many great saints, 
including St. Ignatius Loyola, St. 
Francis Xavier, St. Philip Neri, St. 
Therese of Avila, St. Charles Bor- 
romeo, St. John of the Cross, St. 
Stanislaus Kosta, St. Magdalen de 
Pazzi, St. Francis de Sales, St. 
Aloysius Gonzaga, St. Vincent de 
Paul, St. John Fisher, St. ‘Thomas 
More, St. John Bellarmine and a 
host of others, 


All the saints honored in the 
world from the time of the Apos- 
tles and the early martyrs down 
to our day, were Catholics. 


Q—Is it easiet for Catholics to 
become holy than others? 

A—yYes. There is not any justi- 
fication for the Catholic, who fol- 
lows the will of the Church, ever 
to fall into a grievious sin. Let us 
illustrate this. In infancy they 
were made children of God, and 
were expected, of course, to live 
their entire lives as children of 
God. At the age of eight or nine, 


they received their first Holy Com- 
munion when they are still inno- 
cent. Had they formed the prac- 
tice of receiving Holy Communion 
every week thereafter, not to say 
every day, it is not likely that they 
would ever have violated a law of 
God in a serious manner. In other 
words, the Sacraments impart 
means of holiness. 

Prayer is another means of san- 
ctification, and many Catholics, like 
others, neglect it. “Begin to 
Pray,” wrote St. Augustine “and 
vou will cease to sin. Cease to 
pray and you will begin to sin.”

ambition of the peasants by prom- 
ising them the land or by encour- 
aging them to violate their con- 
tracts with the owner, or to occupy 
the lands outright. In the latter 
instance, the squatters frequently 
ruined vineyards and crops or 
settled on land that was unculti- 
vated simply because it was un- 
cultivable. Their whole procedure, 
of course, has created nothing but 
confusion and has fomented con- 
siderable dissatisfaction. 

The present government in Italy, 
under Christian Democrat leader- 
ship, has legally facilitated grants 
of land, either uncultivated or un- 
used, through contracts with the 
owners or through cooperatives. 
In addition, the controversial “lodo 
De Gasperi” improved the old 50- 
50 contract between farmer and 
owner 60-40, that the farmer gets 
sixty per cent of the crop now and 
the owner forty. This measure 
the communists misrepresented as 
their achievement in many regions, 
especially Tuscany. 

Land contracts have been fur- 
ther improved to give the status 
of the renting farmer more per- 
manence and stability. But the 
whole problem of land reform in 
Italy is highly complicated. It 
involves problems of irrigation. 
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crop rotation, the seasonal nature 
of much of the cultivation, sorely 
needed improvement of the land 
in question either on the part of 
the state or of the owner (since 
it is useless to give a peasant a 
piece of land he cannot cultivate), 
and the matter of bringing farm 
machinery and improved farming 
methods within the reach of every- 
one. On the other hand, the indus- 
trialized farming of the north 


quite . obviously presents a far 
different problem, and requires 
its own solutions if the reform is 
not to. cripple its effectiveness 
within the framework of the na- 
tional economy. However Italy’s 
whole economic situation must be 
stabilized before anything genuine 
and lasting in the way of con- 
structive reform can be accom- 
plished. 


Slow But Sure 
Progress In Industry 


The same thing is true in indus- 
try, where the process is even 
slower. The Christian Democratic 
Party stands not only for the just 
wage, but also for a program of 
worker participation in industry 
which would enable him to hold 
shares in the company and have a 
say in its management. In the 
matter of the former, one step 
forward has been achieved in the 
Montecatini works in Milan thanks 
to the efforts of the ACLI (Christ- 
ian Associations of Italian Labor- 
ers), whose membership is mainly 


‘Christian Democrat although it is 


not a political organization. But 
the whole program for the worker 
in industry must also wait on 
national economic developments. 

In Italy’s fragile economy, De 
Gasperi’s government has been as 
insecure as its average citizen. It 
has been without grain before a 
grant has come through. It has 
been down to its last dollar before 
it obtained a loan. Hence many 
measures had to be provisory and 
had the character of emergency 
measures. The Italians want the 
Marshall Plan because Italy can- 
not stabilize her economy with- 
out outside help. And to be effec- 
tive this help must be sufficient 
at one time and geared to a long- 
range program which will bring 
about complete economic recov- 
ery. In any event the Christian 
Democrats maintain their program 
will develop with conditions. It 
is the application of the principles 
on which it is based that is impor- 
tant. * 

Historically, the Christian Demo- 
cratic Party in Italy belongs in 
the same current with European 
Christian Democracy in general, 
whose remote ancestors are Fred- 
eric Ozanam, Lacordaire and Mon- 
talembert in France. It rose as a 
movement after the publication of 
Leo XIII’s Rerum Novarum, and 
its most notable exponents were 
Hilzer of Germany, the Swiss De 
Courtins, the Belgian Charles 
Perin and the three Cardinals, 
Manning of England, Mermillod of 
Switzerland and Gibbens of the 
United States. In Italy the early 
apostle of the movement was 


Guiseppe Toniolli, professor of po- 
‘litical economy in the University of 


Pisa. It crystallized into a politi- 
cal party, under the leadership of 
Don Luigi Sturzo, as the Partito 
Popolare or Popular Party, in 
1919, and it was De Gasperi who 
resided at its first convention in 
Bologna. But despite its excellent 
program the Partito Popolare had 
just about started when the advent 
of fascism in Italy drove it out 
of existence. : 
Since the war Christian Demo- 
cratic parties have reappeared, 
under a variety of names, in 
France, Belgium, Holland, Luxem- 
bourg, Switzerland, Czechoslova- 
kia, Poland and other European 
countries as well as in three or 


four countries in South America; 
the movement is also peeking up 
again in Germany and Austria. 
The only connection between all 
these parties, of course, is the 
common patrimony of Christian 
social-ethical principles on which 
e. are based. 

an these parties, bearing the 
standards of all our most trea- 
sured values, assert themselves 
and their Christian principles in 
the teeth of economic confusion 
and an opposition which is not 
only compactly organized but also 
armed? Poland and - Czechoslo- 
vakia are unhappy portents. Can 
France and Italy stem the red- 
flood-tide this spring by the legal 
means of election alone?

Let us face the fact that what 
the world must have is a fuller 
cultivation of those qualities 
which are best termed spiritual. 
Whatever we may think as to 
their origin, as scientists, we 
should no longer sneer at them; 
for on their strength depends our 
own survival.

If mind is suspect, as 
in religious fanaticism, man may 
become a creature only of his 
instincts; if spirit is suspect, as 
today when scientific materialism 
carries such authority, he is in 
danger of degenerating into a sel- 
fish and soulless mechanism. To be 
a whole man he must cultivate both 
parts of him ... Only whole men 
can save the world today.—Edward

In 
those days, however, when the Cubs were winning more than 100 
games a year for five straight years—1906 through 1910—not 
many teams could threaten the supremacy of the Cubs, although 
the Pittsburgh Pirates broke through in 1909 to win the National 
League pennant and world’s title despite the fact that the Cubs 
won 104 games that year.

However, the Mother General 
did not feel justified in changing what had long been their

attempt to replace her Sisters by another Community which 
did not discriminate in high school between boys and girls. 
He succeeded in procuring the Sisters of St. Francis, and 
the departure of the Sisters of Providence was accepted on 
both sides as an adjustment which seemed to be proper. 

The glass-workers at a dozen factories in Hartford City, 
owing to the intense heat amid which they had to work all 
day, had a keen appetite for beer and, therefore, Hartford 
City became a place of many saloons. This did not appeal to 
many of the citizens, and, therefore, parts of the city were 
voted “dry” under a local option Jaw. But thirsty people 
were still able to procure their beer in “wet” precincts, and 
a movement ensued for the abolition of all saloons from the 
community. Because of the strange complex of some of the 
leaders of this movement Father Noll refused to join it, but 
took occasion to invite the citizenry of Hartford City to an 
address he would deliver at the Opera House dealing with 
the Catholic Church on the question of “Temperance and 
Total Abstinence.” ‘Of course, he talked to a packed house. 
Observing this interest in one phase of the Catholic Church's 
discipline, he invited the people to attend a course of lectures 


whelming, and much good come out of it.

was that six boys, all of whom reached prominence in the 
community later, grew ‘up without religious instruction or 
even First Holy Communion. They had all been baptized in

Two of these brothers had married Catholic wives, but 
only one of them took any trouble to attend church regularly 
with his wife.

Catholic daughter, remained most faithful to the Church. 

A Methodist minister at Hartford City decided that he 
would invite the general public to a series of sermons in his 
church, and to build these sermons round the answers he 
would receive to a question he would send to all business- 
men in the city: “Why do men not go to church?” <A Cath- 
olic business man—in fact, he was the father of the Chan- 
cellor of the Diocese of Lafayette, called on Father Noll to 
get some pointers concerning the manner in which to answer 
The priest told him to make the observation 
that Catholic men do go to church, that there is no good 
reason why the Protestant man should attend, since the fea- 
ture of the Sunday service is the pastor’s sermon, with 
which every Protestant, according to the “Private Judgment” 
theory, would have a right to disagree. 


A letter containing these thoughts was sent to the 
Methodist minister, and two days before “his series of ser- 
mons” was to begin he published, in the daily press, the theme 
for the first discourse: “A Catholic Business Man’s Reason 
Why Men’ Do Not Go to Church.” Father Noll saw to it that 
several of his parishioners, one of whom was the father of a 
Fort Wayne priest and himself a convert, would hear what 
the minister had to say on the subject. The next day these 
Catholic gentlemen reported to the priest the substance of 
what the minister said, and what he did say was connected 
with an atttack on the Catholic Church, 

The priests asked these gentlemen to carry a little notice

indicating some of the things he 
said, and the sentiment shown by 
Catholic people to the misrepre- 
sentations contained in his talk. 
The effect was quite immediate. 
The Board of Trustees of that 
parish served notice on their min- 
ister that his usefulness in the 
community was over, that he had 
invited business men generally to 
give their answers to his question, 
but that he failed to accept the 
Catholic gentleman’s answer in the 
good faith in which it was meant, 
A Protestant minister must be 
“popular” with everybody or those 
who hired him are sure to request 
that he look for another “call.”
